C h ic a g o , May 12.—The eutire board 
of bishops of tile Methodist church was 
declared effective by the committee of 
episcopacy and a recommendation to the 
general conference was adopted favoring 
their retention and the election of four 
additional bishops, two of them are for 
the missionary field. 
Chairman Buckley will present this 
report to the conference today aud wil 
ask that the election be postponed from 
Monday to Tuesday to enable committee 
to take action on other matters pertaining 
to the bishoprics cie ‘ted. Most iiiqKirt- 
ant of these matters is the question con­ 
cerning the colored bishops, on which a 
sharp tight is anticipated. 
It required four hours iii a stormy 
secret sessio n to reach the conclusion on 
the retention of the bishops, and at 
times there was danger of as many as 
four lo sin g their positions on the ground 
of inefficiency.

Cousid 
erabic feeling developed during the dis 
cuswion, but before action could bo 
taken a motion, offered by Dr. Charles 
W. Smith, of Pittsburg, to postpone 
consideration of the matter for several 
days, was carried. 


W a s h i n g t o n . May 12.—The entire 
membership of the Inter-Oceanic canal 
commission appeared before the senate 
committee in charge of the Hepburn 
lh ll. 
As to the Nicaraguan route, they re­ 
iterated that the waterway is entirely 
practicable from an engineering stand­ 
point at about the same range of esti- 
D00 to $140,000,000. Siuce these estimates 
mates heretofore made, from #118,000,- 
were made, however, the commission 
has determined upon larger locks, and 
this may increase the figures.

Mr Daniel, of Virginia, presented an 
extended argum ent in support of the 
im mediate construction by the govern 
ment t»t nu arm or factory, while Mr. Al­ 
lison. of Iowa, opposed the project of a 
government arm or factory on the score 
of economy. 
Mr. Lodge said that for the nnst three 
years the senators from South Carolina 
mid New Hampshire (Mr. Tillman aud 
Mr. Chandler) had been endeavoring re 
get armor at alo w price. 
The not re­ 
sult of their work bad been to put a 
stop to the construction of a navy. 
The 
amendment of Mr. Tillman, he said, 
would absolutely stop the building of 
ships. 
He had no prejudice against a 
government arm or plant. 
Indeed, he 
was not at all assured that it would not 
have been better ill the beginning of the 
construction of our new navy to erect 
aa armor plant.

Jeffries kept going in, how 
ever, but he seemed awkward. 
Jeffries kept making the pace, but 
Corbett alip ed away from him.

fries would try his left iii a rush, but 
Corbett was almost invariably away 
from it. Corbett was outboxing his 
man and outpointing him with his left* 
to the face.
